The 
ytesent Sultan was only Installed two or three 
months ago, by the Cuaptain-Gencral himself, 
with a great flourish of trumpets; the previous 
Soltan was not so popular with the natives, nor 
was he greatly Iiked by. the Spaniards; His 
successor was expected to be able to please bath, 
though some doubted his fidelity tothe forelgo 
power ; and now itis known that he has “ played 
double” and defied the Manila Government. 

Ancther correspondent gives further very Inter- 
esting detalls, but cannot vouch for the accuracy 
of the later events recorded ; however, In view 
of what we have gathered from other sources, 
an stated above, it seems quite safe fo give fall 
publicity to the story, for whatever {t may be 
worth—it Is at any rate in substance corrobor- 
ated on indisputable authority. It appears that 
the former Sultsn, Haroun-al-Raschid, was 
called on by the Spanlards to psy them tribute, 
by levying a pall-tax. (Even In Luzon there are 
still wild tribes in-the bills and jungles who have 
never yet submitted to the supposed suzetalnty 
of Spain so far asto pay anything; and in the 
southern islands there are very few indeed who 
pay, The Sooloos never did regularly.) Haroun 
sald the thing coald not be done; his people 
would never tolerate any such attempt, and he 
dare not try. Accordingly the’ Spaniards 
removed him to Palawan, where he had 
originally been Viceroy; and Amir-al-Kirlm, 
rightfol belr to the Sultanate of Sooloo, was put 
in his place, undertaking to collect the poll-tax. 
This was the affalr over which the Spaniards 
made so: much fuss, about Christmas-time, anti- 
clpating that Jole would at once become a Irw- 
ablding and tax-paying province, instead of a 
nest of untamed pirates, Amir-al-Kitlm, bow- 
ever, was.a sensible man, who realised that the 
world 1s made up ef‘possiblli'les and impossibt- 
litles, and that it was one.of the latter that he 
was pledged to tackle. On taking office, he 
went up-country (the Spanlards being only 
in_a garrison on the coast) and convened a

The fourth annuzl general meciing of the 
Dank of Chiaa, Japan and the Stralts (Limited), 
was held. on 26th February at Cannon-strect 
Hotel, E.C., Mr. William Keswick presided, 
The Secretary (Mr, C. H. Campbell) having read 
the notice convening the meeting, 

‘The Chairman sald: Gentlemen, the report 
which, with your permission, we will take as 
read, the board has endeavoured to make full 
and clear as regards the ‘bank’s position, and 
‘ou will readily understand how great Is the 
directors’ disappolntment and unfelgned their 
regret to have te subinit to you such unsatis- 
factory results of the year’s business, Probably 
everyone present is aware how adversely every- 
thing has gone in the sphere of the bank's 
oneratlons—how silver has fatlen -{0 value, and 
exchange fluctuated and declined under expe- 
timental and dangerous currency legislation in 
India, and how securities have consequently 
depreciated. To these causes, and, doubt- 
less, to errors of jodgment also, the 
results are to be attributed; but you will 
percelve that, with the whole courseof Indfan 
finance golng contrary to the offictal dlrec'ion 
and expectation, with erratlc counrela and unde- 
cided action on the part of the Government, it 
has been next to [mposslble, in doing anything, 
or, Indeed, in doing nothing, net to make 
mistakes. In illustration of this I might mention 
that the bank, with a view to safeguarding its 
position in exchange when the closing of the 
Indian mints was apparently decided upon, took 
an {nterest in rupee paper equal to ts funds 
regarded as Indian capital, and seemed mer hed 
the operation to cover the loss {n exchange whic 
the alteration implied, when, again suddenly, 
the policy of the Government was shaken, and 
this led to a loss of about £2.90, inatead of an 
almost reallsed hendsome profi, In other ways, 
too, as the unexpected has EFappened, losses 
have occurred ‘abrough the lock-up of fonds 
Invested and advanced when the bank was a 
trust and loan company, and, not being able to 
teallse such fucds or.to release advances 
and mortgages, the exchange losses, even 


when foreseen, cou'd not be provided agalnst.. 


To none of you, I think, can the full significance 
of these facts be otherwise than plain. But the 
board is steadily, persistently, and with, satis. 
factory success. preceeding with the careful 
reallsation of all assets that can be dealt with, 
and I hope it will reassure shareholders and 
give full confidence to depositors to know that 
our present Ilquid assets, or securities ‘that can 
Immediately be made quite liquid; are nearly 
equal to paying off every penny of our deposits 
falling due up to the end of 1795, and that the 
hoard does not hesitate in regarding it aa certaln 
that deposits falling to be pald throurhout 1896 
and 1897 will be amply provided for by the 
repsyment of advances and the favourable 
reallsation of securlifes over so considerable an 
intervening period. I should not omit to men-

for Spain. (Under the former Governor, Arolas, 
any natives coming to pay tribute hed fo. stay 
outside the gate, and no crowd would ever have 
been admitted, under anypretext.} Amir-al-Kirim 
at once ent the Governor down, and at that signal 
the wild warriors of the jangle simply broke 
loose on a wholesale amoé, slaughtering the
